Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed four issues. Mr. Fenster orally proposed some 
amendments to the claims which appeared to overcome the rejections of record by redefining axial displaced as being 
along the length of the tube. Discussed Nissenkorn as being most relevant of the prior art cited in the Final rejection. 
Mr. Fenster proposed language to overcome a potential rejection therewith by making the claimed tube normally axially 
extended. The Examiner thought that this would read on the intermediate (Figure 2) embodiment of Nissenkorn. We 
also discussed the Section 112 rejections and came to a general agreement about what has support in this regard. 
The Examiner thought that the percentage contact area has original support. Support for claim 113 was not as clear.
